DES  MOINES  BREAKFAST  FOR  CHILDREN 
RALLY  ATTACKED  BY  PIGS 

Pig  power  structure  shows  its  piggish 
nature:  Des  Moines  Panthers  and  Community 
people  viciously  attacked  at  a  rally:  Purpose 
of  the  rally  was  to  solicit  support  for  the 
Panther  Party  and  its  programs;  raise  money 
and  obtain  volunteers’  AND  to  correct  mis¬ 
taken  ideas  about  the  Party.  Thus  further 
politically  educating  the  people. 


All  party  work  is  political 


On  April  13,  1%9.  the  Black 
Panther  Party  of  E>es  Moines,  held 
a  "Free  Breakfast  for  Schoolchil¬ 
dren"  rally  to  solicit  support  of  the 
people  for  the  program  and  to  re¬ 
ceive  some  donations  to  further 
Implement  that  program  and  other 
Community  Programs.  During  the 
greater  part  of  the  rally  we  were 
constantly  under  survelliancebyno 
more  than  one  or  two  patrol  cars. 
Toward  the  conclusion  of  the  rally 
more  pigs  assembled  in  the  parking 
area  of  Goode  Park  (approximately 
13  15).  During  this  time  the 

sound  equipment  had  been  dis- 
manteled  and  was  already  in  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  being  loaded  into  the  car 
wlien  the  pigs  in  one -body  ascended 
the  hill  and  came  over  to  us  and 
told  us  to  discontinue  the  use  of 
the  equipment  because  we  did  not 
have  a  permit  to  use  it.  Well  Right 
ON!  We  told  them  that  the  equip¬ 
ment  was  being  loaded  and  we 
weren’t  using  the  equipment  —  so 
what  was  the  problem??  Charles 
Knox,  Deputy  Minister  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  was  then  informed  that  he  was 
under  arrest.  When  he  asked  about 
the  charges  he  was  told  he  was 
being  arrested  for  "inciting  to 
riot".  Watching  the  whole  incident, 
most  of  the  brothers  and  sisters 
came  over  to  demand  that  Charlie 
be  freed  because  he  was  within  his 
rights,  which  touched  off  a  situation 
—  where  the  pigs  Ijegan  to  sweat 
and  oink,  slobbering  all  over  them¬ 
selves  trying  to  make  contact  with 
their  nightsticks.  .\t  this  point 
several  people  were  arrested  in¬ 
cluding  Black  Panthers  ^lary 
Rhe:n  and  Steven  Greene).  Feeling 
the  pain  of  injustices  suffered 
there,  the  brothers  moved  off  into 
University  .Avenue,  the  main¬ 
stream  of  the  Black  Community. 
Here  more  brothers  and  sisters 
were  arrested,  some  beaten,  and 
.taken  off  to  jail.  After  that  1  don't 


know  what  happened  because  1 
myself  was  put  on  ice  while  in¬ 
quiring  at  the  Police  Station  about 
the  bonds  of  those  arrested-money 
was  being  obtained  to  get  those 
Brothers  and  Sisters  out  of  jafl. 

This  pig  action  is  certainly  a 
part  of  the  push  to  destroy  Black 
■  Panther  leadership  across  the 
country  along  with  the  indictment  of 
Chairman  Bobby  Seale  in  Chicago 
and  the  arrests  of  the  21  Black 
Panthers  in  New  York  City,  The  pig 
power  structure  does  not  want  the 
"Free  Breakfast  Program"  to  go 
on  because  this  program  exposes 
the  system  for  what  It  really  is. 
It  does  not  want  the  Panthers  to 
help  the  people  —  "h  is  also  a 
move  to  discredit  the  characters 
of  the  brothers  here  in  the  Party. 
Example,  Knox's  trial  starts  Wed¬ 
nesday  on  a  trumped  up  charge  of 
Arson  (on  2  counts);  Mike  Harris 
is  on  probation  witli  his  probation 
officer  threatening  to  revoke  his 
parole.  The  Black  Community  will 
not  allow  the  pig  power  structure 
to  rope  off  the  Black  Community 
into  a  concentration  camp  and  in¬ 
timidate  the  people  any  longer. 

We  believe  that  the  pigs  also 
bombed  Soul  Village  (Black  rec¬ 
reational  center  and  meeting  hall), 
or  they  are  covering  up  for  the 
hogs  that  did. 

Now  the  end  of  it  is  this:  That 
the  people’s  right  to  assemble 
in  a  peaceful  manner  was  totally 
violated.  Their  right  of  free  speech 
TVas  violated;  and  above  all — their 
right  to  be  treated  as  "human- 
beings"  was  violated,  ignored  and 
disregarded.  How  does  talking 
about  a  "Free  Breakfast  Pro¬ 
gram"  constitute  inciting  a  riot?? 
I  just  heard  a  statement  issued  by 
Pig-Urban  ^tayor)  about  Brothers 
doing  things  in  a  violent  manner. 
If  anybody  was  inciting  a  riot  - 
it  was  the  pigs.  We  were  going

There’s  a  lot  of  questions  left 
unanswered.  Maybe  things  will 
come  to  light  at  the  trials  of  those 
arrested  (April  29,  1969,  at  1:30 
p.m.).  Maybe  through  the  lies  and 
trumped-up  statements  we  will 
detect  the  falseness  and  insin¬ 
cerity.  The  Black  Community  Is 
getting  our  machinery  in  tact  to 
make  a  transition.  Who  do  they 
think  they  scare???  All  they  have 
accomplished  is  to  make  the  people 
of  the  community,  especially  the 
ones  who  saw  the  vicious  pig  action, 
more  receptive  to  what  we  have  to 
say.  The  people  will  never  forget 
the  scene  of  "pigs"  holding  Riot- 
Guns  on  the  Panther  headquarters 
Sunday  -  while  they  continued  to 
harass  the  members  of  the  Biack 
Community,  The  day  has  come  - 
and  oppressed  people  all  over  the 
world  are  rising  up  against  the 
oppressor  -  and  -  by  any  means 
necessary.  The  Black  Panther 
Party  recognizes  this  very  vital 
fact:  the  support  and  spirit  of  the 
people  is  much  -  much  greater 
than  the  pig  power  structure’s 
technology.  For  in  the  final  out¬ 
come  —  it  will  be  people  who  will 
change  and  make  history,  not  sys¬ 
tems  of  vicious  -  slobbering  - 
muddle-headed  pigs.

On  Sunday,  April  13,  the  Blac''  Panther 
Party  held  a  rally  in  Goode  Park.  The  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  rally  luas  to  raise  money  for  the 
breakfast  program  which  the  Panthers  started 
to  feed  children  before  school  each  day. 


After  the  rally  was  over,  the  cops 
came  to  the  park  and  arrested  three 
of  the  Panthers- -Charles  Knox, 
Mary  Smith  and  Steven  Greene, 
They  have  been  charged  with  dis¬ 
turbing  the  peace  and  quiet,  using 
loud  and  profane  language,  and  re¬ 
sisting  arrest.  Steven  Greene  was 
hit  in  the  back  of  the  head  with  a 
billy  club,  Knox  was  chocked  and 
clubbed  continuously.  The  cops  be¬ 
gan  pushing  people  around  in  the 
park  and  hitting  people.  Many 
people  were  Injured.  The  cops  be¬ 
gan  to  arrest  Black  people  in  the 
neighborhood  (away  from  the  park), 
including  one  mother,  Mrs.  De- 
Patten,  who  was  trying  to  protect 
her  son  from  a  brutal  beating  in 
their  own  front  yard  along  with  two 
other  brothers.  The  Deputy  Minis¬ 
ter  of  Defense  was  arrested  in  the 
police  station  and  charged  with: 
Unlawful  assembly  and  resisting  an 
officer.  This  was  all  done  while  he 
was  trying  to  inquire  about  those 
Brothers  &  Sisters  who  were  un¬ 
justly  arrested!! 

The  cops  tried  to  start  a  riot 
that  night  because  they  want  to 
destroy  the  Black  Panther  Party. 
The  cops  and  their  bosses  (the 
men  who  own  the  land,  banks,  and 
businesses  in  this  city)  are  afraid 
of  the  Panthers  because  they  expose 
the  economic  system  for  what  it 
really  is.  The  Panthers  teach  and 
lead  people  in  struggles  against  a 
system  that  values  profits  more  than 
it  values  human  beings.  They  are 
fighting  lor  a  decent  way  of  life  for 
all  poor  and  working  people- -black 
and  white. 

The  Panthers  have  been  raising 
money  for  a  breakfast  program. 
The  program  to  feed  school  children 
everyday  of  the  week  on  the  West 
side  by  the  Panthers,  They  also 
want  to  start  this  program  on  the 
Southeast  Side. 

The  men  who  control  this  city 
are  safe  as  long  as  they  can  make 
people  believe  that  the  causes  of 
riots  are  individual  people  or  an 
organization  and  not  bad  housing, 
unemployment,  poor  schools,  etc. 
They  make  money  by  keeping  black 
white  people  divided.  They  can  then 
pay  black  workers  less  and  keep 
white  workers  fighting  the  blacks 
rather  than  uniting  to  fight  bosses. 

What  hai^ened  on  Sunday  night  was 
a  planned  attack  by  the  racist  cops 
to  discredit  the  Panther  Party, 
harass  the  black  community  and 
build  up  racist  attitudes  of  white 
people. 

The  Peace  and  Freedom  Club  of 
Des  Moines  supports  the  political 
program  of  the  Black  Panther  Party 
and  their  work  in  the  black  comm¬ 
unity.  We  are  trying  to  build  a 
movement  of  all  oppressed  people 
to  fight  the  profit-seeking  Interest 
of  the  bosses.  We  must  defeat  racism 
in  order  to  do  this.  We  are  strong 
only  by  being  united. 

We  must  demand  that  charges  be 
dropped  a;,^inst  the  Panthers  and 
the  Community  People  arrested  Sun 
day.  We  want  the  racist  cops  with¬ 
drawn  from  the  black  community. 


It's  6:30  in  the  morning,  and  drizzling. 
On  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Black 
Panther  office  on  Fillmore  Street,  a 
small  group  of  Panthers  are  loading 
the  trunk  of  a  beat-up  Cadillac  with 
weapons  of  all  kinds — mUk,  bacon,  eggs, 
bread.  Pm  there  to  photograph  their 
distribution  to  the  new  army;  the  black 
kids  from  Hunter’s  Point,  Bay  view,  and 
Fillmore  battlefronts.  This  is  the  Free 
Breakfast  Program  of  the  Black  Panther 
Party. 

three  local  centers  are  going  now; 
at  Hilltop  Street  in  Hunter's  Point,  at 
Sacred  Heart  Church  in  the  Fillmore,  and 
at  Double  Rock.  From  50  to  100  kids 
are  fed  at  each  site  every  morning,  and 
they  get  the  very  best  the  Panthers  can 
'offer.  This  amounts  to  the  most  solid 
'meal  that  can  be  served  on  this  planet, 
not  simply  because  the  chow  is  good  and 
plentiful,  but  also  because  it’s  served  in 
an  atmosphere  of  brotherliness  and  com- 
.munlon.  The^Uttlebrothers*  aretreated 
like  part  of  the  family,  and  the  service 
includes  both  food  and  soul. 

At  Hunter’ s  Point,  where  these  photos 
are  from,  the  dawn  breaks  on  a  drear  and 
rainy  sky.  Groups  of  Panthers  have  been 
up  for  hours  already,  buying  and  deUver- 
1^  food,  getting  the  stoves  going  and 
places  s^.  Not  much  is  aid — everyone’s 
still  sleepy  and  logey — but  there’ s  some 
concern  about  bow  many  young  brothers 
will  show  up  in  the  rain.  A  few  early 
ones  get  second  helpings — so  much  food, 
so  many  hands  eager  to  give.  By  8  am, 
though,  they're  coming  by  the  dozen, and 
the  small  dining  hall  of  Ridge  Point 
Church  comes  alive  with  young  people. 
They  are  the  hope  of  tomorrow,  and  this 
-particular  hope  is  being  weU-nurtured. 
Names  and  addresses  are  recorded  at 
the  door,  then  the  kids  are  ushered  in¬ 
side  and  warmly  greeted..  It’ s  a  hot  meal 
of  eggs  and  bacon  or  ham,  bread,  honey, 
and  chocolate —  each  place  set  neatly  with 
a  paper  napkin,  cup,  and  plastic  dinner- 
ware.  Panthers  are  everywhere,  men 
and  women — cooking,  serving,  cleaning 
table,  rapping,  and  loving. 

As  some  kids  wait  for  the  meal,  they 
get  an  Impromptu  lecture  about  where  it’ s 
at  for  black  people  today — watch  out 
for  the  pigs,  dlgthe  injustice  of  capitalist 
society,  see  the  strength  of  the  Panthers 
in  combatting  it.. .Pictures  of  brothers 
Bobby  Hutton  (murdered  by  pigs)  and 
Eldrldge  Cleaver  (forced  to  hide)  are 
passed  around  and  talked  about.  The 
kids  are  noisy  with  question  and  scramble 
for  the  picture- sheets.  And  they  eat, 
and  feel  there  is  a  place  for  them.  The 
rap  they  get,  by  the  way.  Isn’t  laid  on 
very  heavily,  and  there  is  no  hate  in  it.

Isaac  Barr,  a  black  GI  and  a  member  of 
the  American  Servicemen*  s  Union,  was  forced 
by  six  armed  guards  to  board  a  plane  to  Viet¬ 
nam  on  March  1 7. 


Barr,  who  was  drafted  into  the 
Army  two  days  before  his  26th 
birthday  (men  are  not  drafted  after 
age  26)  got  orders  at  Fort  Me 
Clellan,  Alabama  to  report  to  Fort 
Lewis,  Washington  on  March  11  for 
shipment  to  Vietnam.  He  reported 
to  Fort  Lewis  and  filed  for  C.O. 
(Conscientious  Objector)  status; 
when  the  C.O.  application  was 
turned  down,  Barr  had  full  in¬ 
tentions  of  refusing  shipment  to 
Vietnam,  A  week  later,  he  was  put 
on  a  plane  to  Vietnam.  When  Barr 
reached  Honolulu,  he  called  his 
sister  to  tell  her  what  happened; 
his  sister  then  contacted  the  ASU 
office. 


American  Servicemen's  Union 
spokesman  Bob  LeMay  stated,  “We 
have  reports  from  both  Isaac’s  sis¬ 
ter  and  from  Union  members  at 
Fort  Lewis  that  Isaac  was  phys¬ 
ically  forced  on  the  plane.  We  con¬ 
sider  this  a  kidnapping  by  the  U.S. 
Army  Brass.  There  are  guacds  — 
servicemen  at  Fort  Lewis  —  who 
are  willing  to  testify  that  they 
were  ordered  to  force  Isaac  and 
other  GIs  to  board  the  plane  for 
Vietnam." 

Barr  is  now.  with  the  90th  Re¬ 
placement  Company  in  Blen  ifta, 
Vietnam,  APO  .  San  Francisco 
96384.

In  the  best  tradition  of  police  agents 
provocateur  and  police  entrapment,  the  Chi¬ 
cago  pigs  together  with  federal  agents  seized

three  Chicago  Panthers  and  an  innocent  by¬ 
stander  on  charges  of  conspiring  to  obtain 
automatic  weapons  in  violation  of  fedejal 
law.  Police  undercover  agents  had  sought 
out  the  Panthers  and  solicited  them  to  buy 
several  submachine  guns.  The  two  Panthers 
who  went  down  to  check  it  out,  Merrill  Harbey 
and  Michael  White,  suddenly  found  them¬ 
selves  standing  in  the  middle  of  the  3300 
block  of  South  Stewart  illuminated  by  flood¬ 
lights  from  each  end  of  the  block  and  sur¬ 
rounded  by  78  police  officers,  all  directed 
by  Capt.  Thomas  J.  Lyons,  director  of  the 
Intelligence  Division,  who  was  flying  above 
the  scene  in  a  helicopter.) 


Not  long  ago  I  gave  a  talk 
about  pregnancy  nutrition  and 
other  problems  of  women  to  a 
group  of  Project  Headstart 
mothers  in  west  Oakland,  Cali¬ 
fornia.  I  described  the  basic  prin¬ 
ciples  of  scientific  nutrition  and 
the  role  of  malnutrition  in  caus¬ 
ing  so  many  complications  of 
human  pregnancy.  We  had  a 
discussion  afterwards  as  a  group 
of  mothers  gathered  around  to 
talk  about  some  of  their  person¬ 
al  experiences  and  problems. 

One  young  woman  said  to 
me:  “Dr.  Brewer,  I  tliink  you’re 
riglit  about  nutrition.  I've  had 
three  premature  babies  and  as  I 
think  back  on  it  my  diet  was 


At  approximately  the  same  time, 
police  officers  scooped  up  Panther 
Field  Secretary  Nathaniel  Junior 
several  miles  away  at  the  IC  Rail¬ 
road  station  and  charged  him  with 
guarding  money  In  a  rented  locker 
that  was  supposed  to  be  the  purchase 
money  for  the  guns.

$65,000  a  piece  and  ransom  on 
White  was  set  at  $75,000.  Ransom 
m  McClinton  was  initially  set  at 
$10,000  but  he  was  latter  released 
jn  his  own  recognizance. 

Only  a  few  weeks  ago  a  jury 
ound  Hampton  innocent  of  charges 


that  he  had  stormed  a  meeting  of 
the  Maywood  Village  Council.  Re¬ 
acting  to  the  ice  cream  charge, 
Hampton  said,  "1  may  be  a  pretty 
big  mother,  but  I  can’t  eat  no  400 
ice  cream  bars.’  ’  The  cops  charged 
that  Hampton  attacked  the  driver 
of  the  Ice  cream  truck  while  chil¬ 
dren  took  the  ice  cream.  Hampton 
faces  1  -  20  years  in  prison  If 
the  conviction  is  upheld. 

The  pigs  and  the  commercial 
press  immediately  seized  upon 
Rush’s  presence  In  Robbins  to  por¬ 
tray  the  shooting  Incident  In  Robbins 
as  a  gang  war  between  the  Panthers 
and  Uie  Black  P  Stone  Nation,  Sto¬ 
ries  to  this  effect  filled  the  papers 
for  two  days,  In  an  obvious  attempt 
to  foment  trouble  between  groups 
in  the  black  community  and  direct 
attention  away  from-  actions  of  the 
Dollce  and  Dow«»r  stninture. 

Rush  was  charged  with  unlawful 
use  of  a  weapon  and  released  on 
$10,000  bond.  Robbins  police 
charged  that  he  was  wearing  a

“Did  you  get  any  prenatal 
care?”  1  asked. 

“Yes,  at  Higliland  Hospital 
prenatal  clinic.”  (Highland  is  the 
city<ounty  hospital  serving  the 
“medically  indigent”  of  Oakland 
and  Almeda  County.) 

“What  did  they  tell  you  about 
your  diet  during  pregnancy?”  I 
asked. 

“They  told  me  not  to  eat  salt 
and  not  to  gain  too  much 
weight.” 

“Was  that  all  they  did?" 

“They  gave  me  some  water 
pills  when  my  feet  began  to 
swell  up  to  get  rid  of  the  salt  in 
my  body.  I  was  holding  salt  and 
water.” 

Any  medical  worker  familiar 
with  our  public  prenatal  clinics 
serving  the  poor  will  recognize 


immediately  this  standard  proce¬ 
dure  which  U.S.  obstetrics  has 
evolved  for  dealing  with  the  so- 
called  “low-income,  high  risk 
prenatal  patients”:  low  salt,  low 
calorie  diets,  diuretics,  rigid 
“weight  control,”  appetite  de¬ 
pressants  like  Dexedrine  etc. 
without  one  positive  word  from 
the  physician  about  scientific 
nutrition  for  the  pregnant  wo¬ 
man  and  her  fetus. 

A  Burning  Question 

In  the  last  few  years  U.S. 
obstetrics  has  finally  recognized 
that  women  in  poverty  suffer 
more  of  certain  common  compli¬ 
cations  of  pregnancy  than  the 
more  comfortable  middle  and 
upper  class  women.  These  nutri¬ 
tional  complications  of  the  poor 
include  metabolic  toxemia  of 
late  pregnancy,  abruptions  of 
the  placenta  (with  or  without  an 
associated  toxemia),  severe 
anemias,  severe  infections  of  kid¬ 
neys,  liver  and  lungs,  and  a  much 
higher  number  of  “premature” 
or  low  birth  weight  infants 
(those  weighing  less  than  5'A 
pounds  at  birth). 

U.S.  obstetrics  has  not  linked 
these  complications  with  malnu¬ 
trition  and  so  no  aggressive  ef¬ 
forts  have  been  made  to  educate 
the  people  in  the  basic  principles 
of  scientific  nutrition. 

The  nutritional  complications 
of  pregnancy  account  for  the 
U.S.  lagging  so  far  behind  many 
less  affluent  nations  in  maternal 
and  infant  health  as  reflected  in 


national  statistics  for  infant  mor¬ 
tality.  Yet  for  U.S.  public  health 
officials  concerned  with  the  peo¬ 
ple’s  health  problems,  this  poor 
reproductive  performance  of  our 
lower  classes  remains  a  burning 
question. 

Why  has  there  been  no  signifi¬ 
cant  improvement  in  maternal 
and  infant  health  in  the  U.S.  for 
the  past  1 5  years.? 

To  answer  this  burning  ques¬ 
tion  hundreds  of  “studies”  have 
been  set  up  in  the  last  10  years. 
One  of  the  most  extensive  of 
these  was  started  several  years 
ago  by  the  Perinatal  Research 
Branch  of  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health  which  has  now  collect¬ 
ed  data  on  some  60,000  preg¬ 
nancies  from  14  major  medical 
centers  in  the  U.S. 

At  considerable  expense  and 
human  work  a  vast  amount  of 
information  has  been  collected 
and  is  now  being  analyzed  by 
computers  in  an  effort  to  find 
out  why  the  poor  have  such  high 
infant  mortality.  When  I  visited 
the  National  Institutes  of  Health 
last  June  ( 1 968)  on  invitation  of 
Dr.  Nicholson  Eastman  to  pre¬ 
sent  some  of  the  data  from  my 
Richmond  Health  Center  Nutri¬ 
tion  Project,  I  learned  that  they 
have  tailed  to  collect  one  fact  on 
the  nutritional  status  of  a  single 
one  of  these  60,000  pregnancies. 

The  result  of  this  study  is 
predictable:  they  will  call  for 
"more  studies  of  this  complex 
question."

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APPEAL  FILED  FOR  TEXAS 
POLITICAL  PRISONER 


On  Thursday,  March  27,  1969,  an  appeal 
brief  was  filed  with  the  Texas  Court  of 
Criminal  Appeals,  Austin,  Texas,  in  the  case 
of  Lee  Otis  Johnson.  The  brief  as  filed  is 
based  on  court  rulings  and  procedures  that  oc¬ 
curred  in  the  August  26,  1968  trial  of  Mr. 
Johnson  for  allegedly  possessing  and  selling 
one  marijuana  cigarette  to  an  undercover 
agent  of  the  Houston  police  department  on 
March  8,  1968.  At  the  trial,  Mr.  Johnson 
was  found  guilty  of  selling  marijuana  (under 
Texas  law  the  act  of  which  he  is  accused, 
giving  a  marijuana  cigarette  to  another  per¬ 
son,  is  termed  selling),  and  he  was  sentenced 
to  30  years  in  the  state  pentitentiary ,  the 
only  witness  to  the  alleged  “sale”  being  the 
undercover  agent.

On  April  13,  1969,  at  3:00  p.m. 
the  Des  Moines  Black  Panthers 
held  a  rally  in  the  Black  Com¬ 
munity  (Goode  Park)  in  support  of 
the  "Free  Breakfast  Program’’ 
and  Free-ing  the  Des  Moines 
"Three"  (Joe  Anna  Cheatom,  16 
year  old  son  Marvin  and  Deputy 
Minister  of  Education,  Charles 
Knox)  arrested  by  the  pig  power 
structure  on  2  charges  of  Arson 
(in  addition  Knox  is  charged  with 
illegal  possession  of  prescription 
drugs  -  he  has  been  indicted  by 
the  grand  Jury). 

The  rally  lasted  about  "one 
hour’’  —  when  the  rally  was  over 
and  the  Panthers  began  to  take 
down  the  sound  equipment;  12  pigs 
walked  up  to  the  Deputy  Minister 
of  Education  (Charles  Knox)  and 
stated  that  "you  can’t  use  those 
speakers  without  a  permit.  The 
Deputy  Minister  of  Defense  stated 
"we  are  finished  and  are  leaving". 
The  pig  "oinked"  "then  you  are 
under  arrest"  —  "Under  arrest 
for  inciting  a  riot".  The  Deputy 
Minister  replied:  "What  riot”  — 
Upon  that  statement  the  HE.AD  PIG 
Sgt.  Harlan  told  his  pigs  to  attack 
and  subdue  Knox  —  he’s  the  leader 
of  this  thing.  12  pigs  "out  of  no¬ 
where”  then  viciously  and  violently 
attacked  Knox. 

Tlie  masses  responded  by  de¬ 
manding  Knox’s  release  but  to  no 
avail  —  reinforcements  (pigs) 
came  and  forced  the  masses  back 
with  mace,  clubs,  etc. 


Four  Pantliers  were  arrested 
(Charles  Smith,  Deputy  Minister 
of  Defense;  Charles  Knox,  Deputy 
Minister  of  Education;  Mary  Rhem, 
Hqs.  Captain  for  Sisters;  and 
Steven  Greene,  Panther  Member) 
and  1 0  Community  Brothers  and 
Sisters  (Irwin  Taylor,  Billy  Sim¬ 
mons,  Clive  DePatten,  Hobert  De 
Patten,  Mrs,  DePatten,  Kenny  Col¬ 
lins,  Fred  Hughes,  Fred  Franks, 
Richard  Malock,  and  Charles 
James). 

Most  of  these  brothers  and 
sisters  were  arrested  away  from 
the  Park.  Open  confrontation  took 
place  between  the  Brothers,  Sis¬ 
ters  and  the  pigs  "in  the  streets" 
with  guns  and  bricks — One  sister, 
.Mrs.  Cooper  was  shot  in  the  back. 
The  pig  force  was  almost  doubled  - 
over  300  pigs  and  some  national 
guardsmen  sealed  off  "The  Black 
Community"  with  the  pig  chief 
calling  a  semi-state  of  emergency. 
In  addition,  the  pigs  held  shot  guns 
(riot  specials)on  the  Panther  head¬ 
quarters  for  hours  —  continuing 
their  harassment  of  the  Panthers 
and  Community  people. 

But  as  Brother  Huey  says:  The 
spirit  of  the  people  is  greater  than 
the  pigs  technology.  So  be  it  — 
the  Panthers  in  Des  Moines  did 
in  fact  raise  the  consciousness 
of  the  people  and  gained  support 
despite  the  pig  power  structure 
attempts  to  discredit  our  exist¬ 
ence,  through  the  piggish  action  of 
the  cops  and  the  Panthers  showing 


their  true  revolutionary  spirit  and 
dedication  to  "the  people".  The 
vicious  attack  on  "The  People” 
and  the  "People’s  Vanguard 
Party”  by  the  pig  power  structure 
has  certainly  been  the  turning  point 
in  Des  Moines. 

The  pigs  are  now  trying  to  patrol 
the  Black  Community  and  stop  any 
activity  —  however  the  people  have 
stated  that  they  will  not  allow  such 
pig-tactics  to  exist  any  longer  — 
the  time  has  come  to  "stand  up 
and  defend  ourselves"  as  stated 
by  several  brothers  and  sisters. 

The  Panther  Party  in  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  will  continue  its 
Community  programs  and  further 
Intensify  the  struggle  —  even  to 
death  —  as  so  accurately  stated  by 
Che  Guevara: 

"Wherever  death  may  surprise 
us,  it  will  be  welcome,  provided 
that  this,  our  Battle  Cry,  reach 
some  receptive  ear,  that  another 
hand  stretch  out  to  take  up  weapons 
and  that  other  men  come  forward 
to  intone  our  funeral  dirge  with 
the  staccato  of  machine  guns  and 
new  cries  of  Battle  and  Victory". 

All  brothers  and  sisters  have 
been  released  on  bond  and  are  to 
appear  in  court  on  April  29,  1969. 

.Although  the  pigs  arrested 
brothers  and  sisters  for  inciting 
a  riot  they  were  all  booked  on  two 
of  the  following:  Disturbing  the 
peace  and  quiet,  unlawful  as¬ 
sembly,  intoxication,  failure  to 
dispurse,  interferrlng  with  pwlice 
officers,  and  loud  and  profane 
language.

"unrest."  The  police  are  unable 
to  compile  enough  evidence  for 
arrests  at  this  time,  and  no  names 
of  organizations  have  been  re¬ 
vealed. 


The  use  of  police  spys  in  the 
black  community  is  nothing  new. 
Chicago  cops  have  long  functioned 
as  spies  and  "agent  provaca- 
leurs,"  Their  dally  activities  in  the 
ghetto  are  reason  enough  for  re¬ 
bellion.  It  remains  to  be  said  that 
the  concept  of  genocide  flows  easily 
from  an  understanding  that  the 
police  would  Just  as  well  provoke 
trouble  so  thay  can  eliminate  the 
black  community  rather  than  have 
to  wait  around  for  rebellions  they 
might  not  be  able  to  deal  with, 
"rhe  murders  of  6  black  people  on 
the  west  last  April  have  never 
been  investigated  and  the  role  of 
cop  as  provocaters  won’t  either.

What  We  Believe 


1.  We  want  freedom.  We  want  power  to  determine  the  destiny  of  our 
Black  Community. 

We  believe  that  black  people  will  not  be  free  until  we  are  able  to  deter¬ 
mine  our  destiny.

2.  We  want  full  employment  for  our  people. 

We  believe  that  the  federal  government  is  responsible  and  obligated  to 
give  every  man  employment  or  a  guaranteed  income.  We  believe  that  if 
the  white  American  businessmen  will  not  give  full  employment,  then  the 
means  of  production  should  be  taken  from  the  businessmen  and  placed  in 
the  community  so  that  the  people  of  the  community  can  organize  and  em¬ 
ploy  all  of  its  people  and  give  a  high  standard  of  living. 

3.  We  want  an  end  to  the  robbery  by  the  white  man  of  our  Black  Com¬ 
munity. 

We  believe  that  this  racist  government  has  robbed  us  and  now  we  are 
demanding  the  overdue  debt  of  forty  acres  and  two  mules.  Forty  acres 
and  two  mules  was  promised  100  years  ago  as  restitution  for  slave  labor 
and  mass  murder  of  black  people.  We  will  accept  the  payment  in  currency 
’^'hich  will  be  distributed  to  our  many  communities.  The  Germans  are  now 
aiding  the  Jews  in  Israel  for  the  genocide  of  the  Jewish  people.  The  Ger¬ 
mans  murdered  six  million  Jews.  The  American  racist  has  taken  part  in 
the  slaughter  of  over  fifty  million  black  people;  therefore,  we  feel  that  this 
is  a  modest  demand  that  we  make. 

4.  W'e  want  decent  housing,  fit  for  shelter  of  human  beings. 

We  believe  that  if  the  white  landlords  will  not  give  decent  housing  to 
our  black  community,  then  the  housing  and  the  land  should  be  made  into 
cooperatives  so  that  our  community,  with  government  aid,  can  build  and 
make  decent  housing  for  its  people. 


5.  We  want  education  for  our  people  that  exposes  the  true  nature  of  this 
decadent  American  society.  We  want  education  that  teaches  us  our  true 
history  and  our  role  in  the  present-day  society. 

We  believe  in  an  educational  system  that  will  give  to  our  people  a  knowl¬ 
edge  of  self.  If  a  man  does  not  have  knowledge  of  himself  and  his  position 
in  society  and  the  world,  then  he  has  little  chance  to  relate  to  anything 
else. 

6.  We  want  all  black  men  to  be  exempt  from  military  service. 

We  believe  that  Black  people  should  not  be  forced  to  fight  in  the  mili¬ 
tary  service  to  defend  a  racist  government  that  does  not  protect  us.  We 
will  not  fight  and  kill  other  people  of  color  in  the  world  who,  like  black 
people,  are  being  victimized  by  the  white  racist  government  of  America. 
We  will  protect  ourselves  from  the  force  and  violence  of  the  racist  police 
and  the  racist  military,  by  whatever  means  necessary. 

7.  We  want  an  immediate  end  to  POLICE  BRUTALITY  and  MURDER 
of  black  people. 

We  believe  we  can  end  police  brutality  in  our  black  community  by  or¬ 
ganizing  black  self-defense  groups  that  are  dedicated  to  defending  our 
black  community  from  racist  police  oppression  and  brutality.  The  Second 
Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  gives  a  right  to  bear 
arms.  We  therefore  believe  that  all  black  people  should  arm  themselves 
for  self-defense. 

8.  We  want  freedom  for  all  black  men  held  in  federal,  state,  county 
and  city  prisons  and  jails. 

We  believe  that  all  black  people  should  be  released  from  the  many 
jails  and  prisons  because  they  have  not  received  a  fair  and  impartial  trial. 

9.  We  want  all  black  people  when  brought  to  trial  to  be  tried  in  coutt  by 
a  jury  of  their  peer  group  or  people  from  their  black  communities,  as 
defined  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

We  believe  that  the  courts  should  follow  the  United  States  Constitution 
so  that  black  people  will  receive  fair  trials.  The  14th  Amendment  of  the 
U.S.  Constitution  gives  a  man  a  right  to  be  tried  by  his  peer  group.  A  peer 
is  a  person  from  a  similar  economic,  social,  religious,  geographical,  en¬ 
vironmental,  historical  and  racial  background.  To  do  this  the  court  will  be 
forced  to  select  a  jury  from  the  black  community  from  which  the  black 
'defendant  came.  We  have  been,  and  are  being  tried  by  all-white  juries 
that  have  no  understanding  of  the  “average  reasoning  man”  of  the  black 
community. 

10.  We  want  land,  bread,  housing,  education,  clothing,  justice  and  peace. 
And  as  our  major  political  objective,  a  United  Nations-supervised  plebis¬ 
cite  to  be  heid  throughout  the  black  colony  in  which  only  black  colonial 
subjects  will  be  allowed  to  participate,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
will  of  black  people  as  to  their  national  destiny. 

When,  in  the  course  of  human  events,  it  becomes  necessary  for  one 
people  to  dissolve  the  political  bands  which  have  connected  them  with 
another,  and  to  assume,  among  the  powers  of  the  earth,  the  separate  and 
equal  station  to  which  the  laws  of  nature  and  nature’s  God  entitle  them,  a 
decent  respect  to  the  opinions  of  mankind  requires  that  they  should  declare 
the  causes  which  impel  them  to  the  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men  are  created  equal; 
that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  unalienable  rights; 
that  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  That,  to 
secure  these  rights,  governments  are  instituted  among  men,  deriving  their 
just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed;  that,  whenever  any  form  of 
government  becomes  destructive  of  these  ends,  it  is  the  right  of  the  people 
to  alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  institute  a  new  government,  laying  its 
foundation  on  such  principles,  and  organizing  its  powers  in  such  form,  as 
to  them  shall  seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  safety  and  happiness.  Pru¬ 
dence,  indeed,  will  dictate  that  governments  long  established  should  not 
be  changed  for  light  and  transient  causes;  and,  accordingly,  all  experience 
hath  shown,  that  mankind  are  more  disposed  to  suffer,  while  evils  are 
sufferable,  than  to  right  themselves  by  abolishing  the  forms  to  which  they 
are  accustomed.  But.  when  a  long  train  of  abuses  and  unsurpations.  pur¬ 
suing  invariably  the  same  object,  evinces  a  design  to  reduce  them  under  ab¬ 
solute  despotism,  it  is  their  right,  it  is  their  duty,  to  throw  off  such  govern¬ 
ment.  and  to  provide  new  guards  for  their  future  security.

Eldridge  Cleaver  -made  the  decision  to  politically  exile  himself 
November  27th,  on  the  basis  that  the  Adult  Authority  made  an  outlaw  deci¬ 
sion,  and  that  he  has  been  denied  his  constitutional  right  to  due  process  of 
law. 

I'hc  revocation  of  Cleaver's  parole  sva«  iUegal.  heeaiise  no  parole 
violation  was  committed. 

The  Adult  Authority  parole  board  has  Uied  to  maintain  that  Cleaver 
violated  his  parole  by  having  a  rifle  in  his  possession,  and  by  associating 
with  individuals  of  bad  reputation.  This  contention,  we  will  show,  is  false. 
The  Adult  Authority  version  contradicts  the  Superior  Court  order  itself: 

“  . . .  Cleaver's  only  handling  of  a  firearm  (the  rifle)  was  in  obedience. 
to  a  police  command.  He  did  not  handle  a  hand  gun  at  all.  There  was  nodi- 
ing  one  way  or  the  other  to  show  a  conspiracy  or  a  situation  calling  for  the 
application  of  the  doctrine  of  aiding  and  abetting.  Hence,  nothing  support¬ 
ed  either  the  possession  of  a  firearm  or  the  assault  charge. 

•  As  to  the  charge  of  association  with  individuals  of  bad  reputation,  tlie 
report  in^cated  that  two  or  three  of  those  named  had  “police  records,”  but 
nothing  to  show  whether  any  had  been  convicted  of  anything,  or  whether 
Cleaver  knew  of  their  arrest  record.”  (Superior  Court  c.t.  137,  138,  140, 
141.1 


his  contemporaries.  Not  only  was  there  absence  of  cause  for  the  cancella¬ 
tion  of  parole,  it  was  the  product  of  a  type  of  pressure  unbecoming,  to  say 
the  least,  to  the  law  enforcement  paraphernalia  of  diis  state.” 

Cleaver  is  in  political  exile  because  a  man  of  his  convictions  cannot 
get  justice  here.  Indeed,  ifAve  are  to  give  more  than  ^  service  to  the  con¬ 
cepts  of  freedom  and  justice  we  must  support  him.  Tne  work  to  get  him 
discharged  from  parole  must  continue.  Ain  intense  publicity  campai^  is 
necessary  now  to  bring  to  the  public  the  legal  defense  and  arguments 
which  were  carried  to  the  courts  with  no  satisfoction.  We  must  all  work 
together  to  focus  attention  of  this  case.  This  is  not  an  issue  of  one  man’s 
freedoru,  but  a  broad  struggle  which  affirms  the  right  of  all  of  us  to  speak- 
out  politically  in  this  country.  If  Cleaver  is  not  allowed  his  fi’eedom,  it  is 
just  a  matter  of  time  until  all  our  freedoms  are  fiirther  reduced.  His  is  not  a 
personal  struggle  but  a  political  one.

Parolee  Cleaver  wa«  denied  due  proce**  of  law  by  being  denied 
opportunity  to  present  his  case. 

Why  was  Cleaver  returned  to  prison  as  a  parole  violator  if  document¬ 
ed  evidence  to  the  contrary  had  been  presented  in  his  defense?  To  answer 
that  quetstion,  one  must  examine  the  Adult  Authority.  This  board  has  tlie 
right  to  arbitrarily  revoke  or  suspend  parole  on  any  individual.  At  the  same 
time,  the  Adult  Authority  maintains— falsely— that  Cleaver  has  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  defend  himself  at  a  hearing.  This  is  how  it  works: 

"A  parolee  is  sdrved  with  violation  charges,  is  inters’iewed,  is  given  a 
hearing  (before  the  Adult  Authority  itself,  the  charging  party)  at  which  the 
parolee  may  ‘plead’  to  the  parole  violation  charges,  and  is-  afforded  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  present  his  defense.” 

“At  the  ‘hearing’  a  parolee  is  .denied  the  right  to  counsel,  may  not 
have  an  independent  and  impartial  officer  to  conduct  the  hearing  and  make 
decision.”  (Petition  for  Hearing  in  the  Supreme  Court,  p.'  17) 

Not  only  does  the  Adult  Authority  hold  secret  hearings,  but  it  also 
refuses  to  notify  persons  under  its  jurisdiction  of  its  procedures,  or  of  its 
variable  definitions  of  what  constitutes  a  parole  violation.  This  secrecy  and 
vagueness  is  in  direct  violation  of  federal  law  which  requires  agencies  to 
publish  their  procedures  “for  guidance  of  the  public.” 

"Petitioner  (Cleaver)  is  immediately  and  seriously  prejudiced  by  tlie 
Adult  Authority’s  unlawfiil  refusal  to  publish  its  reflations,  since  he  is  to 
be  imprisoned  by  virtue  of  an  action  which  the  Adult  Autliority  still  seeks 
to  garb  in  this  ‘veil  of  secrecy.’  (Petition  for  Hearing  in  the  Supreme  Court, 
p.  12) 

Yes,  the  Adult  Authority  acted  unjustly  and  illegally.  Its  deeision  was 
an  oudaw  decision.  Cleaver  had  no  chance  oi  obtaining  “justiee”  from 
these  Star  Chamber  proceedings.  Why  then  wouldn’t  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  hear  Cleaver’s  ease?  There  are,  we  believe,  three  reasons  why  tlie 
fdse  wasn’t  accepted.  The  first  is  that  any  fair  minded  court  would  obvious¬ 
ly  have  released  Cleaver,  thereby  setting  a  precedent.  The  second  is  thiit 
thousands  of  cases  of  alleged  parole  violation  from  all  over  California  and 
other  states  would  be  subject  to  reversal.  Thirdly,  the  illegal  fiinctioning  of 
the  Adult  Authority  would  come  under  attack.  The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  just 
couldn’t  afford  to  consider  Ae  Cleaver  case  during  this  turbulent  period.
